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GIST OF THE RULING 
ON THE INCONE TAX 


SUBSTANCE OF FED ER A L SU 
PREM E COURTS DECISION 


The Document W as Read By Chief 
Justice Fuller Yesterday Afternoon 
And Occupied One Hour's Time— 
Rents and Bond Revenues Exem pt 
—Justice Field Dissents. 


W ashington. April 9.—Chief Justice 
Fuller y esterd ay announced th e de­ 
cision of the U nited S tates suprem e 
court in the incom e ta x cases. 
He be­ 
gan by sta tin g the exceptions to the 
law as m ade by counsel for th e appel­ 
lan t as follows: 
1. T h a t th e act im poses a direct tax 
in respect of the real estate rents, issues 
and profits, as well as of the income and 
profits of personal property, and not 
being apportioned is in violation of sec­ 
tion 2 of article I of the constitution. 
2. T h at the law, if not im posing a di­ 
rect tax. 
is 
nevertheless unconstitu­ 
tional in th a t its provisions are not 
uniform throughout the U nited States, 
and do not operate w ith the sam e force 
and effect upon the subject of the tax, 
w herever found, or in th a t it provides 
exem ptions in favor of individuals and 
copartnerships, while denying all ex­ 
em ptions to corporations having sim i­ 
la r incom e derived from like property 
and values, and provides for other ex­ 
em ptions and inequalities in violation 
of section 8 of article I of the constitu­ 
tion. 
3. T h a t the act provides no exemp­ 
tion of th e tax upon incomes derived 
from th e stocks and bonds of states of 
th e U nited S tates, and counties and 
m unicipalities 
therein, 
which 
stocks 
and bonds are not proper subjects for 
th e tax in g pow er of congress. The in­ 
come from these securities in the U nited 
S tates am ounts to over $65,000,000 per 
annum , on which the total annual in­ 
com e tax would be $1,300,000. 
H e then took up the constitutional 
points involved, dwelling upon the fact 
th a t th e constitution required the ap ­ 
portionm ent of direct taxes and uni­ 
form ity in excises and im ports. 
He 
quoted various suprem e court decisions 
and sought to show th a t while the in­ 
com e ta x question had been before the 
c o u rt th e question had only been con­ 
sidered as applying to the point at 
issue in the p articu lar cases. 
Coming 
dow n to th e present tariff act, he said 
th a t the law was passed in a tim e of 
profound peace and it w as to be taken 
a s evidence th a t congress had sought 
in this m atte r to form a precedent and 
establish a dep artu re from established 
lines, and it therefore becam e im portant 
to inquire into the circum stances w ith 
som e atten tio n to detail, and. for the 
purpose of com parison, he w ent back 
to the enactm ent of an income tax d u r­ 
ing th e civil w ar. 
He quoted the de­ 
cision in th e Springer case, giving a 
h isto ry of the case and devoting m uch 
atten tio n to it, as he said it w as upon 
th is case th a t the defense had a p p a r­ 
en tly relied .nore generally th an upon 
an y precedent. 
It is, he said, conceded in all the cases, 
from H ylton to Springer, th a t taxes on 
land are direct taxes, while in some of 
them it is determ ined th a t taxes on 
ren ts derived from lands are indirect 
taxes. 
W as there, he asked, any dis­ 
tinction betw een a tax on the land or 
one on th e income derived from the 
lan d ? W hat, in other w ords w as th ^ 
land bu t the profit on it? The nam e of 
the tax is u n im portant and the court 
h as been unable to see any distinction. 
H e closed by saying th a t the court had 
reached the conclusion th a t the tax on 
ren ts w as involved. 
The chief justice th*?n took up th e 
question of the tax atio n of m unicipal 
an d sta te bonds. The decision w as also 
adverse to this p a rt of the law as repug­ 
n a n t to the constitution. On the other 
points the court w as divided, and there­ 
fore no opinion could be given. 
The low er court having ruled in favor 
of the law by a divided court, the law, 
w ould stand, except as to ren ts and 
sta te , county and m unicipal bonds, and 
on these tw o points it w as directed th at 
the judgm ent below be reversed. 
The conclusions of the court are as 
follows: 
“In C harles Pollock vs. the F arm ers' 
Loan A T ru st Co. et a1, it is established: 
“1. T h a t by the constitution federal 
tax atio n is divided into two g reat class­ 
es: direct taxes and duties, im posts and 
excises. 
“2. The im position of the direct tax is 
governed by the rule of apportionm ent 
am ong the several states, according to 
imposition of duties, im posts and ex­ 
cises by th e rule of uniform ity th ro u g h ­ 
out the U nited States. 
“3. T hat the principle th a t taxation 
and representation go together was in­ 
tended to be and w as preserved in the 
constitution by the establishm ent of 
the rule of apportionm ent am ong the 
several states, so th a t such apportion­ 
m ent should be according to num bers 
in each state. 
“4. T hat the states surrendered their 
power to levy im posts and to regulate 
commerce to the general governm ent 
and gave it the concurrent power to 
levy direct taxes in reliance on the pro­ 
tection afforded by the rules prescribed, 
and th at the comprom ises of the con­ 
stitution cannot be disturbed by legisla­ 
tive action. 
“5. T hat these conclusions result from 
the text of the constitution and are sup­ 
ported by the historical evidence fu r­ 
nished by the circum stances su rro u n d ­ 
ing the fram ing and adoption of th a t 
instrum ent and the views of those who 
fram ed and adopted it. 
“6. T hat the understanding and ex­ 
pectation a t the tim e of the adoption of 
the constitution was th a t direct taxes 
would not be levied by the general 
governm ent except under the pressure 
of extraordinary exigency, and such has 
been the practice down to A ugust 15. 
1894. 
If the power to do so is to be 
exercised as an ordinary and usual 
m eans of supply, th a t fact furnishes 
an additional reason for circum spection 
in disposing of the present case. 
'7. The taxes on real estate belong 
to the class of direct taxes, and th a t the 
tax es on the rent or income of reai es­ 
tate, which is the incident of its ow ner­ 
ship, belong to the sam e class. 
“8. T hat by no previous deelson of 
this -court has this question been ad- \ 


judicaced to the co n trary or tne conclu 
sions now' announced. 
“9. T h at so m uch of the act of A ugust 
15, 1894, as attem p ts to impose a tax 
upon the ren t or income of real estate 
w ithout apportionm ent is invalid. 
“The court is fu rth e r of opinion th at 
the act of A ugust 15, 1894, is invalid so 
fa r as it attem p ts to levy a tax upon the 
Income derived from m unicipal bonds. 
As a m unicipal corporation 
is 
the 
representative of the state and one of 
th e Instrum entalities of the state gov­ 
ernm ent, the property and revenues of 
m unicipal corporations are not subjects 
of federal taxation, nor is the income 
derived from state, county and m unici­ 
pal securities, since taxation on the in­ 
terest therefrom operates on the pow'er 
to borrow before it is exercised and has 
a sensible interest on the contract, and 
therefore, such a tax is a tax on the 
pow er of the states and their in stru ­ 
m entalities to borrow money, and con­ 
sequently repugnant to the constitu­ 
tion.” 
“Upon each of the other petitions a r­ 
gued a t the bar, to w it: First, w hether 
the void conditons as to rents and in ­ 
comes from real estate -nvalidates the 
whole act; second, w hether as to the 
income from personal property as such 
the act is unconstitutional as laying di­ 
rect taxes; third, w hether any p art of 
the tax, if not considered as a direct 
tax, is invalid for w*ant of uniform ity 
on either of the grounds suggested, the 
justices who heard _th* argum ents are 
equally divided, and therefore no opin­ 
ion is expressed.” 
The result is th a t the decree of the 
circuit court is reversed and the case 
rem anded w ith directions to ^nter a de­ 
cree in favor of com plainant in respect 
only of the voluntary paym ent of the 
tax on rents and income of its real es­ 
tate and th a t which it holds in tru st 
and on the income 
from 
m unicipal 
bonds ow*ned or so held by it. 
Chief Justice F uller was followed by 
Justice Field, W'ho read the first dis­ 
senting opinion. Some decisions of the 
court, he said, had throw n doubt upon 
the m eaning of "direct taxes,” but in 
th e discussions of the B ritish p arlia­ 
m ent the income tax had alw ays been 
considered a direct tax, while the tax 
upon real property, its rents and in­ 
come, had by universal consent been 
recognized to be a direct tax. In con­ 
clusion Justice Field said: “H ere I close 
my opinion. I could not say less in view 
of questions of st r h g ravity 
th a t go 
down to the very foundation of the gov­ 
ernm ent. If the provisions of the con­ 
stitution can be set aside by an act of 
congress, where is the course of u surpa­ 
tion to end? The present assault upon 
capital is but the beginning. Tt will be 
the stepping stone to others, large and 
m ore sweeping, till our political con­ 
tests will become 
a w ar of 
the poor 
agaist 
the 
rich; 
a 
w ar 
constantly 
grow ing In Intensity and bitterness. 
I 
am of opinion the 
whole law 
of 1894 
should be declared void and w ithout any 
binding force—th at p art which relates 
to the tax on the rents, profits, or in­ 
come from real estate, th a t in so much 
as constitutes 
the direct 
tax because 
not imposed by the rule of apportion­ 
m ent according to the representation of 
the states, as prescribed by th e con­ 
stitution, and th a t p art which imposes 
a ta x upon the bonds and securities of 
th eir m unicipalities, 
as being beyond 
th e power of congress to impose, and 
the law so fa r as it imposes duties, im ­ 
posts, and excises as void in not pro­ 
viding for the uniform ity required by 
the constitution in such cases.” 
There are m any and grave questions 
yet to be decided. The Suprem e court 
has not declared the income tax law to 
be unconstitutional, nor has it declared 
it in accordance w ith the legislation. So 
fa r as the circuits in which the original 
suits were brought are concerned the 
law w ith the tw’o exceptions stan d s as 
valid and the taxes can be unquestion­ 
ably collected. There is a serious ques­ 
tion as to w hat will happen in other cir­ 
cuits. 
The decision of the Suprem e court on 
the subject of rents and h o n d a s more 
far reaching th an is generally sdpposed. 
H itherto it has been a settled principle 
of law, fortified by a statu te, th a t no in ­ 
junction can be granted to restra in the 
collection of a tax. 
In the decision 
banded down yesterday the prayer of 
th e com plainant for an injunction to pre­ 
vent the m aking of the retu rn s and the 
paym ent of the tax on rents and bonds [ 
is granted. This 
principle laid down 
by the Suprem e court. C ircuit courts all 
over the country will follow. They m ay 
legally go fu rth e r and decide the whole 
law unconstitutional, and under exist­ 
ing circum stances their decision would 
stan d 
as law 
because 
the Supreme 
court has not and can not a t present 
reverse it. 
If in the original cases the lower court 
had decided the law unconstitutional, 
the decision of the court handed down 
yesterday would have affirmed th a t de­ 
cision by a divided court, so it will be 
seen th a t other suits m ay be brought in 
other p arts of the country, and other 
circuit judges m ay so decide as to pre­ 
vent or delay the collection of th e tax, 
or at least perm it its recovery a fte r it 
has once been paid. 
B iscuiting tftis 
point A ssistant A ttorney-G eneral W hit­ 
ney said: 
“One Circuit court has de­ 
clared the law constitutional, and the 
Suprem e court has not upset th a t de­ 
cision. Hence I believe the courts will 
generally decide th at the existing law 
stan d s as a whole, and th a t taxes m ust 
be paid on all incomes not derived from 
ren tals on real estate or interest on 
sta te and m unicipal bonds. I so under­ 
stan d the decision, and we are satis­ 
fied to let the m atter rest for the pres­ 
en t.” 
The Suprem e court w as divided ex­ 
actly as had been rum ored. Chief J u s t­ 
ice F uller and Justices Field. Brewer, 
and G ray believing the law as a whole 
unconstitutional, the other four. J u s t­ 
ices H arlan, Brown, Shiras. and W hite, 
sustaining the law as a whole.

Ten oodles have been taken out and 
thirteen are still supposed to be in th e 
mine. 
E very possible effort is being 
m ade to get them out. A steam er has 
gone out from this city w ith Supt. Don­ 
ovan, three physicians, ten m iners, and 
press correspondents on board. 
The 
m ine w’as inspected about three weeks 
ago and pronounced safe. 
W. A. Telford w*as a t the bunkers 
when the explosion occurred. He went 
to the incline and found Jam es K earnes 
a t the m outh of the sh aft nearly dead 
w ith exhaustion. K earns said all in the 
mine were dead. He had carried Ben 
M organ as far as he w as able, and 
then left him. M organ, he thought, w as 
dead. K earns and Gellum were the only 
ones who escaped out of tw enty-three 
men who were a t work. Tom V alentine 
and J. O. Anderson were the incline men 
and they escaped. 
A t the sw itch of the gangw ay, 800 
feet from the m outh of the tunnel, Eck- 
lund and Tedford found the body of 
George Roberts, and beyond were th irty 
loaded cars which had been blown from 
the track. They next found the body 
of Ben M organ, who was dropped by 
K earns, Ecklund and others. They were 
unable to go beyond room 21, 500 feet 
from the angle of the tunnel and gan g ­ 
way. T heir safety lam ps w ent out and 
the gas drove them back. 
In room 21 they found the bodies of 
Thom as Conlin and Jam es Kirby. It is 


conceded seven out of eight of the 
peace conditions offered by Japan.

State Board of Control Bill; Northern 
Immigration Measure 
and 
Many 
Others Passed Upon—The W ork in 
The Assembly—Resolutions Adopt- 
On the Death of Judge Sloan.

senate 
amended the assembly resolution for 
final adjournm ent on April 18 by mak­ 
ing the date April 20. 
The bill leg­ 
islating the state board of control out 
of office was passed against the solid 
democratic vote. 
The bill appropri­ 
ating 9141,000—refunded by the gov­ 
ernm ent which was kept by the fed­ 
eral government because the state 
failed to pay all the direct taxes lev­ 
ied a t the lime of the civil war, was 
killed. The bill providing for a board 
to 
encourage immigration to the 
northern part of the state called forth 
an extended debate, it being con­ 
tended th at it was unwise, in these 
times to offer inducements for more 
immigrrtion, bu* the bill was ordered 
to a third reading by a vote of tw enty 
aix 
to 
four. 
There 
was 
alt o 
quite a debate on the bill compelling 
county superintendents to have first 
grade cirtificates and one year's expe­ 
rience. 
The bill was opposed as un­ 
fair, and favored as a needed . im­ 
provement in the character of super­ 
intendents. 
Mr. Mahoney fought for 
the bill as drafted by the county su­ 
perintendents themselves. 
An amend­ 
m ent was offered changing the bill, 
but was defeated and the bill passed 
to a third reading by a vote of 57 to 4. 
Preparatory to the fight on the rail - 
road commission bills in the assembly, 
tonight, petitions iu favor of them 
and aud anti-pass resolutions Hooded 
th at body today. 
The blanks sent by 
Mr. Hall to the various town meet­ 
ings all over the state, brought reso­ 
lutions from HO towns representing 
35,500 voters, with only 500 votes 
against the iso la tio n . 
Both houses adopted resolutions on 
the death of Judge A. Scott Sloan.

Mllsonri Railroads Are At The Mercy of a 
Sand Blizz** d. 
K ansas City. Mo., April 9.—The rail­ 
roads have been b attlin g with a new 
enemy in W estern K ansas and E astern 
Colorado since last F rid ay night. It 
w as a com bination 
sand and 
snow 
storm which sw ept over those regions, 
com pletely 
dem oralizing train sched­ 
ules and causing serious inconvenience 
and discom fort to travelers. The flakes 
of snow and particles of sand m ingled 
and were driven across the prairies at 
a terrible speed by the gale which blew 
incessantly for two days. There was 
no loss 
of hum an 
life 
because 
the 
storm 
w as not 
accom panied by 
the 
usual degree of cold, b u t m any cattle 
and horses in W estern K ansas are re­ 
ported to have been suffocated by the 
w hirling clouds of sand. 
The sand and snow filled up the rail­ 
road cuts and buried the track. 
The 
snow m elted and the sand settled down 
j In a hard, unyielding m ass. 
R otary 
snow plows and all the modern m echan­ 
ical appliances for the b attlin g with 
snow drifts were useless ag ain st this 
new enem y, and the railroad com panies 
were compelled to engage men w ith 
picks and shovels to rem ove the sand 
from the track. 
The work w as begun 
while the gale w as still in progress and 
the suffering of the workm en is said to 
have been intense.

The Rock Island experienced m ore 
trouble, perhaps, th an any other line. 
The first train from the east over th is 
road in sixty hours arrived yesterday. 
The M issouri Pacific, the K ansas Pa­ 
cific division of the Union Pacific an d 
the S anta F e were also m uch ham pered. 
The reports from 
northern Colorado 
and W yom ing are to the effect th a t 
the storm of wind and sand w as so 
fierce th at men a t work cleaning th e 
way were obliged to w ear covering for 
their faces, 
the sand 
cu ttin g even. 
through the cloth like a knife. 
The loss of range stock in some por­ 
tions of eastern Colorado, it is said, will 
am ount to 20 per cent of the total.

suprem e co u rt’s decision in the income 
tax case, and while adm itting th a t they 
have no reliable d ata ur>on which to 
form an accurate estim ate, they ex­ 
press the belief th a t the net result of 
the decision will be a loss of a t least 50 
per cent in the receipts from incomes.

T H E COUNCIL FIN ISH ES U P TH E 
YEAR S WORK. 


Street Railway Released From Certain 
Obligations—Settlemen Made With 
Chief Acheson and Officer Hogan— 
City Can Have the Jackson Street 
Bridge—Other Business. 


The council cleared the tables of the 
year’s unfinished 
business 
at last 
evening a meeting. 
All the aldermen were present ex 
copt Alderman Child, and Mayor Thor- 
oughgood presided. 
After disposing 
of the water works statem ent (which 
appears elsewhere), 
the council pro­ 
ceeded to clear up the tables, the 
business having been accumulating for 
nearly a year. 
The most important 
o f these matters was that relating to 
the Janesville Street Railway Com­ 
pany, being an ordinance amending 
the company's franchise, which was 
presented last fall and after its sec 
ond reading was laid en the table 
This ordinance was taken up, on mo­ 
tion of Alderman Rich, read a third 
tim e aud passed. 
The old franchise 
required the company to pave 
the 
street 
between its 
tracks when a 
street is ordered paved; to raise and 
lower its track as 
the 
streets are 
changed 
by 
alteration 
of 
grades, 
w hile in the case of the water com­ 
pany, etc., the city 
is 
obliged to 
stand the expanse of changing pipe 
made necessary by a change of street 
fprade. 
The amended ordinance re 
Sieves the company of this 
expense 
which hereafter is to be paid for the 
same as the other portions of the 
street improvement. 
City Attorney 
McElroy also explained that the com­ 
pany was relieved or a number of un 
necessary obligations; that of being 
compelled to run its cars in case of a 
break 
in 
machinery, 
excavating 
streets, building bridges, etc. He also 
stated that he had in his possession a 
draft from Mr. Blabon for $450 to pay 
for paving between the tracks on East 
Milwaukee street, which was to be 
turned over to the city in case the 
company was relieved of such burdens 
in the future.

The mayor stated that he was not 
in favor of making too many conces­ 
sions to 
these 
corporations. 
The 
street railway company did not come 
here for the city’s benefit but for 
their own. 
City Attorney McElroy 
remarked 
that a suit could be brought against 
th e company and a judgment secured, 
and an order from the attorney gen­ 
eral taking away the franchise, if the 
council should feel so disposed. 
The March report of the city treas­ 
urer was referred to the finance com­ 
m ittee.

house. 
The communication was re­ 
ferred to the Fret ward aldermen, who 
stated that the cause of the complaint 
had already been removed. 
A petition was read from residents 
on Pleasant street, asking the council 
to construct a sewer in that street 
from the new high school building to 
Rock river, they stating that the cost 
of 
the proposed sewer to the city 
would not exceed #150, being much 
better than the Jeff ria sewer in Dodge 
street, besides accommodating the peo­ 
ple on Pleasant street.

CAR ROBBERS SENT 
TO WAUPUN CELLS 


FLYNN, FRA N KLIN , AND CROW ­ 
L E Y PLEA D G U ILTY- 


CITY OWES CHIEF ACHESON $35-48 


Sentence of the Court W as One Year’s 
Imprisonment in Each Case—Two 
Had Already Asked 
For Change of 
Venue and Another 
Had Pleaded 
Not Guilty. 


A very abrupt change of legal tac­ 
tics took place this afternoon in the 
case of the Northwestern car burglars, 
James Franklin, 
Frank Flynn and 
Robert Crowley, resulting in the sen­ 
tence of each one to the states prison 
at Waupun for one year. 
Sheriff Appleby 
this morning filed 
with Clerk Williams of the municipal 
court, a list of thirty-six names of per 
sons he had selected from the the 
“ body of Rock county,'’ from whom a 
jury was to be selected to try Flynn. 
Flynn was brought into court at IO 
o’clock, but was soon returned to jill 
the case being held open v\ hile the at­ 
torneys were talking over the prelimi­ 
naries. 
At 2 o'clock the three defend­ 
ants were brought snto court, when 
District Attorney Jackson moved for a 
nolle in the first and 
third counts cf 
the information. 
Attorney Smith for each of the de-, 
fondants, then moved to withdraw the i 
affidavit for a change of venue in the 
case against Franklin and Crowley, 
and to vacate the order of the court 
for such change, which was granted. 
Attorney Smith, for each of the de­ 
fendants, withdrew their plea of “ not 
fiuilty,” and entered a plea of “ guilty 
to the second count, larceny—and At­ 
torney Jackson then moved that the 
court pass sentence. 
Flynn was then 
arraigned before the bar, Judge Phelps 
addressing him: 
“ Mr. Flynn, have you anything to 
say why the sentence of the court 
should not be imposed upon you?” 
‘No, sir.” 
'The sentence of the court is that 
you, Frank Flynn, be confined at the 
state s prison at Waupun, at hard 
labor, for one year, from 12 o-cloek 
noon of today, and that the first two 
days of 6uch confinement be solitary.” 
Franklin and Crowley followed, each 
receiving the same sentence. 
Perhaps this disposition of the cases 
is the best for Rock county, as consid­ 
erable expense has been saved. 
A 
large number of 
witnesses for the 
state were to be called for in case a 
trial was insisted upon, and all these 
witnesses were 
from abroad, some 
twenty-five residing in Chicago. 
The 
bringing of these witnesses here would 
cost the county considerable money. 
In view of thi?, 
and the fact that 
□either of the prisoners were residents 
of the county, and that most of the 
property taken had been recovered, 
this course wa6 deemed best by the 
officials having the 
prosecution 
in 
charge. 
Sheriff Appleby will take the 
trio to Waupun tomorrow.

Very Interesting Story Is Recalled by The 
•Judge's Demise. 
The funeral of Judge A. Scott Sloan 
will beheld at Beaver Dam, Wednes­ 
day afternoon, at I 
o’clock.

death of Judge Sloan recalls an inter­ 
esting story of his acquaintance with 
Abraham Lincoln. The year that Lin­ 
coln was first elected to the presi­ 
dency, Judge Sloan was elected to 
congress from the Beaver Dam district. 
Mr. Sloan became very well acquaint­ 
ed with Mr. Lincoln, and 
the latter 
formed a very cordial attachment for 
the tall Badger representative. 
The 
two men were alike in many things. 
'They were of the same height, of the 
same complexion, and their tempera­ 
ments and tastes 
were alike. 
Mr. 
Lincoln always treated Mr. Sloan with 
that warm 
cordiality for which he 
was 
proverbially 
noted 
in 
the 
treatment 
of 
his 
friends. 
In 1862, Ithamer C. Sloan, the judge 
brother, was elected to congress from 
Janesville, but Judge Sloan was not 
re-elected that year. 
Ithamer C. went 
on to Washington a little before the 
4th of March. 
A day or two after his 
arrival he arranged with his brother 
to go up to the white house and call 
on the president. 
The newly elected 
congressman was only five feet and ten 
inches in height. 
Mr. Lincoln greeted 
his friend, Judge Sloan, with his usual 
warm cordiality, and the latter turn­ 
ing to his brother said: 
“ Mr. President, this is my brother. 
He comes to Washington to represent 
the second Wisconsin district in con­ 
gress for the next two years, while I, 
as you are aware, am about to return 
home.” 
Observing that the newcomer was 
shorter in stature than his brother, 
Mr. Lincoln raised his hand and ex­ 
tending his arm horizontally with his 
hand fiat, he let his arm slowly fall 
at intervals, and suiting his words to 
the action, he said: 
“ Wisconsin is lowering her standard 
of men.” 
“ Ob, no,” responded Judge Sloan, 
“ I like my brother better than I do 
myself, and I think you will, on be­ 
coming 
acquainted with him, 
Mr. 
President.” 
Instantly Mr. Lincoln replied, “ Do 
you remember Mr. Sloan, that when 
the second temple was built by the 
Jews, the old men wept because of the 
glory of the first temple, 
while the 
young men wept because of the glory 
of the second?”

D E F E C T S OF T H E SKIN. 


Simple Recipes For Blemishes—Big Sleeves 
Compel Fuller Capes. 
A w riter on m atters pertaining to tho 
toilet tells us th at small, soft discolora­ 
tions of the skin called moles and moth 
patches may be removed by touching them 
lightly every two or three days with nitric 
acid. 
An oily or moist skin may bo im ­ 
proved by a hot soapsuds bath once a 
week, and castile soap is recommended, as 
it is of an especially drying nature. 
Bay 
rum and camphor are also excellent rem ­ 
edies for an oily complexion. 
If freckles are of a light color, they can 
be bleached w ith lemon juice or bicarbon­ 
ate of soda. 
If of a deep brown color, the 
outer layer of tho skin can be destroyed 
and then the freckles bleached. To remove 
scars from burns and smallpox use a sim ­ 
ple oil pomade or ointm ent medicated w ith 
Croton oil just sufficient to raise a slight 
pustular eruption. It should bo applied at 
intervals extending over several weeks, duo 
caution being taken to touch the scar only 
w ith the medicine, using a camel's hair 
brush to ruako tho application.
